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MARKETING Mf YORK- AND PENNSYLVANIA GRAPES 
summary W 1927 SEASON 

By- H* ?• Will son and Mark P. O'Donnell. 



This summary is based on information compiled "by the U. S# Bureau of 
Agricultural Economics, the New York State Department of Agriculture and 
Markets and the Pennsylvania Bureau of Markets. Daily market reports were 
issued from the Federal State Office at Rochester and the New York State's 
Department office at Buffalo. These reports were issued from September 26 
to November U, inclusive* 

general Comments 

The outstanding features of the New York-Pennsylvania Grape Season 
were: The very light crop, the excellent quality and high sugar content 
of the grapes, and the dull markets encountered throughout most of the 
season. ..-.., 

Prices, although higher than for 1926, ■ were still considerably below 
the average for the last five years and far below the ten-year average* In 
1926, the size of the crop somewhat offset the low prices. In 1925, although 
the crop was short, prices were high. The season of 1927* therefore, were 
in decided contrast to the two previous seasons, the combination of a short 
crop and comparatively low price resulting in a net return to the New York 
and Pennsylvania growers far below that for any recent year. 

The light production in the Eastern States can be shown best by a com- 
parison of the shipments for I926 and 1927. In I926 New York State shipped 
72U2 cars of grapes compared to 3050 for 1927, or about 42$ of the total 
movement for 192*6 • Pennsylvania shipped approximately half as many cars of 
grapes during this season as in I926. Not only was the crop light in 
Pennsylvania and New York but in Michigan also. Shipments from this state 
totaled 2023 for this year compared to 30S1 in 1926, or about two thirds 
of last season's total. California 1 s production was in direct contrast to 
the Eastern sections. The total shipments from that state up to. January 1st 
was 75*757 cars or an increase of 11,^33 cars over the I926 season. 3?or the 
United States as a whole there was little difference in grape shipments from 
last season, California, nearly offsetting the decrease in the Eastern states- 
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New York and Pennsylvania &rape : growers received higher prices through- 
out the season than in 1926* Bushel "basket:. Concords in the Central or Finger 
Lakes District and jumbo or 12 quart basket Concords in t,he Chautauqua Erie 
Section ranged mostly from $55 .00-70.00 per ton* When the' reports were dis- 
continued November 4th, bushel Concords were firm at $70.00 per ton or double 
the price received at the. close ojf .the season in 1926. It shoul be remembered, 
however, that the 1927 prices are decidedly lower than either the I92H or 
1925- 

During the first part, of the season, the movement was comparatively 
light as most shirkers were holding back until the Michigan peak was over. 
Michigan also' had a light crop but the-re was some overlapping at the first 
of the season. The very heavy supplies of California stock on the terminal 
markets, especially the first half of the "season slowed up the demand on 
the Pennsylvania and New York State stock. With the beginning of the juice 
crop harvest in California, during the early part of September, shipments 
in this State showed a rapid increase* Prom 2,631 cars during the opening 
week of the month shipments increased to 9,75^ cars during the week ending 
September 24th. The peak day was October 1st when 1,902 cars were roiled. 
This movement from California was-largely, responsible for the slow demand for 
Eastern grapes up until about the middle of October. The peak movement 
from New York State occured about the middle of October. 171 cars were 
shipped on Saturday and Sunday, October 15th and l6th, and l6U rolled on 
October 25.th» The largest number of cars shipped from Pennsylvania was 60 
on October 26th. 

During the latter part of the season, the demand improved and the 
market advanced from $55*00 on the 19th of October to $70.00 at the close 
of the season* Mention should be made of the consistent' demand for grapes 
to be used in the manufacture of Grape juice. The most of this stock sold 
for around $60.00 per ton without containers. The Hudson River section 
offered little competition because this district was practically cleaned 
up before the Pinger Lakes and Chautauqua-Erie districts were well started. 

Wide Range in Prices for Pony Baskets 

The pony or 2*-qt. basket-grapes that were handled through the Packing 
Shed, carefully graded, packed and wilted .before shipment sold at approximate- 
ly 2d a basket above what the trade terms as field pack. When the better packs 
were selling at 15^ to l6rf, other, stock. sold as low as lj|j to lH<£* It is 
estimated that there was nearly as many cars. of pony baskets moved' this year 

as last season even though the total shipments are slightly over one- third 
of the I926 total. .,,/. - 

•" • . . Quality 
The quality of New York and Pennsylvania grapes this season was except- 
ionally good* The season opened early and the stock was mostly well matured* 
In the opinion of many of the operators, it was the best since 1921, even 
slightly better than the fine quality of the I925 crop. The average of the f 
sugar content was high and stock was well colored. The disease and insect- 
injury was practically negligible. 



According to the January issue of the "Grape Belt and Chautauqua 
Farmer", 22$ of the. total production of the Chautauaua-Erie District was 
used by the "Juice Plants" t compared to 21$ in 1926, 27$ in 1925, and l6f* 
in 192U-. The estimated amount of -stock trucked out of this producing 
section was placed at 1500 tons* According to the Trade the truck move** 
ment was very heavy/ During the dull period in. the first part of the 
season there was unusually heavy thick movement* Smaller towns in 
Northern Pennsylvania were heavy ^ receivers of thte stock for the Chaut- 
auqua-Erie District* In the larger cities Cleveland and Buffalo were the 
principal markets but some stock was even trucked to Pittsburgh* 

Production Areas 
With the exception of California, New York is the largest producer 
of grapes in the United States* There are three distinct sections in New 
York which are of considerable importance. The first 'of these' in the 
Chautauqua-Erie District, which is located in southwestern New York and 
northwestern Pennsylvania and produces over half -the grapes in New York 
State* The only variety of commercial importance-grown in this section 
is the Concord* The second district : of Importance- is the' Central Finger 
Lakes District, located in the Lake Keuka, Canandaigiia and Cayuga; sections 
in the central part of the state. The crop in this section is mostly 
Concords but during the early, part of "the season there are a few Delawares. 
During the height of the season. tkere are also a* few' "ffordens, Niagaras and 
Catawbas* The third section of commercial importance" is the Hudson River 
Section, located in Columbia, Dutchess, Ulster and Orange counties* Here 
too, the principal variety is the Concord. There % is considerable overlapping 
in the shipping season of the Chautauqua-Erie arid Finger Lakes' Districts 
but the^ movement from the Hudson River .Section is usually practically 
over before the beginning of the first two/ The Finger Lakes District 
is generally a trifle earlier than the Chautauqua-Etie belt. j 

Distribution *■• w "] 
The distribution of New.. York, State Grapes during the 19^7* season' 
included 25 states, District of Colurabia and Canada. One "or more cars were 
billed to 196 cities. The territory included extended from .Florida to 
Maine and as far west as Missouri* Pennsylvania grapes were shipped to 
16 states and District of Columbia. Although Michigan shipped only 
approximately two-thirds as many grapes as New York State, the' distribu- 
tion was unusually good, and included "35 states and 'the District of 
Columbia. Cars were shipped as far south as Mississippi and Texas and as 
far west as Arizona and Utah. There were a "few cars 's^roped to* the eastern 
States* Distribution is. included for all three states as there is direct 
competition throughout the season.

"Regarding the grape, harvest in. Western New York. I. would say that' 
the only disease present was 'powdery nildew, which was of sufficient 
importance to make grapes shell in some vineyards, .Taking., .the grape belt 
as a whole, I do not think the ^ildew affected the marketing value of 
the crop to- an appreciable extent* Insect injury' was- almost entirely absent 
as there was no hopper damage and the rootworm attack was very light* 
In a few vineyards there was sufficient berry-moth present to affect the 
crop "-to -such an extent that the quality was somewhat reduced, but these 
were rather isolated cases due to local conditions* In general, the- crop 
was very free from worms or other damage that wouM affect the price of

No* S3, issued by the United States Bureau of Agricultural Economics in

Space here is too limited to permit any detailed narration of the • 
history of the California grape industry* It has been phenomenal. The' r ' 
greatest growth, however, has been ''since the world War and the advent of 
national prohibition. Between 1919 and I92U, grape plantings within the 
State increased 6c$# The total estimated, number of. vines in the United 
States at the end. of that period amounted' to 381,000,000* Of that total, 
California was credited with almost 75$« In 1926, the Agricultural 
Statistician for California estimated that there were 157 .000 acres of 
wine grapes of bearing age and about 17,500 acres' not yet in bearing 
within the borders of the State* The bearing acreage" of* table varieties 
was around lUU,000 acres, with some 1 7,000 listed as non~bearing# There 
were 352,000 acres of raisin "grapes iiTbearing and approximately 3,000 
acres not yet of bearing age » Recent plantings have been relatively light, 
and an increase of only 9t°00 acres of bearing vines was forecast for 1927,
